THE DEPARTURE OF MR. DAVIS 
FOR SAVANNAH, 


Parting Scenes st Mrs. Hill’s Residence, on the 
Streets, and at the Depot--The Journey South 
._Thousauds Greet the Ex-President— 
Notes and Incidents on the Way. 


When the family at Mrs. Hill’s residence 
entered the parlor yesterday morning, Mr. 
Davis was found sitting in an easy chair look- 
ing refreshed and evidently in high spirits. 
In response to the greetings g: cn him, Mr. 
Davis said : 

“I feel better than at any iime since leav- 
ing Veauvoir. Atlanta must be a sanitarium 
to so revive and strengthen one in feeble 
health.” 

After breakfast Mr. Davis and the family 
returned to the parlor previous to making pre- 
parations for the drive to the depot. 

Outside a squad of police vainly endeavored 
to prevent callers from entering. They wou'd 
not be deterred. They came bringing their 
children, that Mr. Davis might kiss them. 


This affecting ceremony, often repeated, was’ 


witnessed with great interest by those that 
thronged the parlor. 

At % o'clock, the Montgomory Greys and the 
Montgomery True Blues arrived infront of 
the gate, and acted asa guard to keep the 
street clear for the carriages that were to bear 
Mr.Davisand his party to thedepot. The crowd 
that bad gathered abcut was undemonstrative, 
perhaps remembering the day and the respect 
due it. No bands of music were present, nor 
did the tap of the drum or the shrill sound of 
the fife disturb the Sabbath stillness. 

Tho officers and committees of the Hill Mon- 


-ument association had already arrived and 


were asscmmbled in the parlor. Mr, Alex C., 
King,a member of the association, was selected 
by his associates to thank Mr. Davis for lend- 
ing his presence tothe ceremonies attending 
the unveiling of thestatue. The selection was 
eminently fit, for Mr. King is known as a 
schoiarly gentleman, and a speaker graceful 
and eloquent. 

Standing in the center of the parlor, Mr. 
King said: ; 

PARTING WORDS AND SCENES. 

“Mr. Dayis—The honor has been accorded me of 
conveying to you, in behalf ofthe ojlicers and di 
rectors @f (he Ben Hill monument association, our 
most grateful thanks for your presence with us. 
Any ulierance which I can make, but feebly 
voices our feelings of gratification. Any demoun- 
stration of affection with which you have been 
greeted here, is but weak expression ofthe depth 
ofthe loveofour peoplé for you. Atlanta, the 
heart of the south, with her arteries stretching 
outward to its every border, thrills with the im- 
pulse, threbbing through ail our southern land, 
the feeling of love and affection for Jeflerson 
Davis. We must now, sir, bid you farewell; but, 
though you leave us your memory and the love 
we bear you will remain with usand with our 
children and with our children’s children, for- 
ever.” ° 

Mr. Davis was deeply affected. 

He arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman—The love in .which I ever heid 
the illustrious dead has constrained me to be pre- 
sent at your bidding, to witness the unveiling. of 
the statue you have erected in hishonor. M 
stand forever a tribute to his memory. But, if ts 
statue should be riven by the frost, the seatiments 
which he has clothed in lhying. sentences, the 
faithfulness of his life, his purity of purpose, his 
constancy, his loftiness of alm, will last forever, a 
tribute to his worth and an iuspiration to his coun- 
iryxmen. Hewas my friend. I may not trust my- 
seiftospeak more or him. Iam glad that it has 
been permitted to me to pay this tribute to hig 
memory. 

The exquisite beauty of Mr. Davis's reply 
impressed his hearers profoundly. 

‘The hour for the parting clasp of hands had 
arrived. Mr. Davis approached Mrs. Hill and 
said good-bye. She thanked him for having 
come tohonor the memory of her illus- 
trious husband. In reply, he said: “I 
could not have remained away.” 

THE DRIVE TO THE DEPOT. 

Parting words were spoken between Mr. 
Davis and the other members of the family 
whore honored guest he had been, and then 
he was assisted tothe carriage that awaited 
him. 

It was the same that he had used on 
Friday and Saturday. Two black horses 
drew it. Mr. T. B. Brady sat upon 
the box, and held the reins. Entering 
first, Mr. Davis was followed by Major Liv- 
ingsten Mims, Judge R. T. Dorsey, Mr. Don 
M. Bain, and Mr. A.J.Orme. Iw the second 
carriage, Miss Winnie Davis was seated, ac- 
companied by Mr. Julius L. Brown, Mr, A. C. 
King and Mr. H, W. Grady. Mr. E. P, Cham- 
berlin was in charge of the other carriages, 
which contained the visiting guests. 

The route was down Peachtree to Pryor, 
down Pryor to Wall, and thence to the 
depot. 

The sidewalks were packed with specta- 
tors, all of whom maintained a respectful 
srience. 

_ When the depot was reached, Mr. Davis’s 
carriage was driven to the Loyd street end. 
The squad of mounted police and the Mont- 
gomery Greys, which preceded, and the 
Montgomery True Blues, which followed the 
carriage, formed on each side of the street and 
kept the crowd back. As Mr. Davis was as- 
sisted from the carriege and into the waiting 
ear, the Greys and Blues presented arms. 
The other carriages stopped in front of 
the Wall street entrance, and their 
occupants quickly alighted and entered the 
depot. Vive minutes later, the entire party 
was in the cars, together with others that had 
been invited to accompany Mr. Davis to Sa- 
vannah. Messrs. J. R. Saussy, George A. 
Mercer. H. M. Cower, J. H. EstilJ, J. K. Gar- 
nett and Shelton Sims, the commiitee sent 
from that city, received them. The 
Grays and the Blues then entered the cars, 
and everything was in readiness to start. 

THE TRAIN AND THE DECORATIONS. 

The train was composed Of six cars in the 
following order: Baggage car; special sleeper 
for the Montgomery True Blues; special sleep- 
er for the Montgomery Greys; special sleeper for 
Governor H. D. McDaniel, and the committees 
from the Hill Monument association and the 
Confederate , Veterans’ association; private car 
of General Manager Fleming, of tae Savan- 
nab. Florida and Western railroad, for Miss 
Winnie Davis and to the ladies and 
gentlemen invited to accompany her; 
and the private’ car of General Manager Cecil 
Gabbctt. of the Western railway of Alabama, 
for Mr. Davis and other gentlemen. It was 
under the general supervision of Captain W. 
W. Starr, master of train service of the Cen- 
tral railroad. Mr. H.M. Reid was the con- 
ductor. The engine was the 122, which was 
built in the Central railroad shops. Engineer 
Gaulbert B. Tarver was at the lever. 

The decorations were profase and hand- 
some. The engine was covered with bunting 
of the national colcrs, while small United 
States flags waved from every angle. The pi- 
lot was hidden from view by broad bands of 
red, white, and blue, and even the smokestack 
was twined with similar bands. - 

Beginning with the baggage car, all the cars 
were decked with bunting and. United States

flegs. The panels were entirely concealed. 
Even the windows wore like to be screened 
with the gaily colored drapings. Mr. Davis's 
car was decorated with red, white, and bine 
bunting, draped in broad bands from the roof 
to the lower edges. Qn oach side the word 
“Davis” appeared, the letters, two feet in 
length, being made of immortelies of various 
colors. _At the rear, a large United States flag 
andalarge confederate flag were fastened, 
their staffs crossing each other. The interior 
decorations were of buuting and fresh spring 
flowers aud evergreens. 
OFF TO SAVANNAG. 

In the depot a large party of ladies and gen- 
tlemen had assembled to say farowell to the 
revered chief of the dead confederacy and his 
gentile dauchter. » 

What words were spoken to the aged repre- 
sentative of the lost cause, what words he 
uttered in reply, were tender and affectionate. 

“Let it be known to the people of Atlanta,” 
he said to the last whose hand he grasped, 
“that [ shall never forget their reception of 
me—never! never! never!” 

As she entered the car, Miss Davis said to 
one of the gentlemen who gathered around 
her : 

“Yon are sorry I am leaving Atlanta? Yes, 

em ‘ory, too--especially sorry to say fare- 
well to the gallant gentlemen of Atlanta.” 

In a moment more, with a.sweet smile upon 
her lips, she disappeared into the car. 

Up near the engine Conductor Reid shouted: 

“All aboard for Savannah !” 


The fireman seized the rope and began to. 


toll the bell. Engineer Tarver placed his 
hand upen the lever, gently pulled it hack, 
and with hiss of stcam, and curl of dense black 
smoke, the 122 slowly drew the train out of 
the depot. The party left behind waved their 
hats and handkerchiefs, but did not cheer; but 
as Mr. Davis’s car rolled out, the crowd upon 
the street caught a glimpse of his gray hairs 
and sent up a single mighty shout. 

Engineer Tarver pulled the leyer further 
back. The increased power of the steam 
caused the great driving whee!s to revolve 
faster, and almost before the throngs that had 
gathered near the iron track realized it, the 
train was disappearing around the curve be- 
yond Broad street bridge. An instant more 
and itwas out of sight, speeding away to 
Savannah, : 

At that instant Mr. Davis's car disappeared 
from view, the folds of the confederate fiag at 
the rearend were torn from their fastenings 
by the wind and were floated out, exposing 
the three silken bars of red, white, and blue. 
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ON TO SAVANNAH. 


Greeted By Over 75,000 People Along the 
Way. 

ON THE TRAIN, May 3.—[Special.}] —Mr. 
Davis Occupied Manager Gabbett’s private car, 
and the other members of the party were Misa 
Davis, Mrs. General Gordon, Miss Gordon, 
Mrs. Phelan, of Atlanta; the Misses Reese, of 
Montgomery, anda number of other ladies 
aud gentlemen. There was no demonstration 
of any kind untilihe train reached Griffin, 


where no less than 3,000 people were 
at the _ depot, and at 
every succeeding station there were 


hundreds standing with the vain hope of 
getting a glimpse of Mr. Davis. One stop 
wes at Sunnyside, the residence of Captain 
McIntosh Kell, where Mr. Davis spoke pleas- 
uitiy to a hundred or more of the couutry 
folks. At Griffin the shonts were tumul- 
tucus. The authorities had erected a beauti- 
ful floral arch, under which the train passed. 
The depot was covered with flags and flowers 
from cneend to theotner. Along the side of 
the trein, the Spalding Greys, under com- 
wwand of Captain Newton, were iu line and 
FIRED A SALUTE 
as the train came to a halt. The stop at 
Griffin was only two and a half 
winutes, but sluring that time Mir. Davis 
addressed the crowd fromthe rear platform. 
In the same spot, in 1861, the train had stopped 
with Mr. Davis on board, and he spoke of the 
coming war. Thenext stop was at Barnesville, 
where were over 1,000 people. The Jeif Davis 
fire company, with their handsome steam en- 
gine, were on hand. Colonel Hunt addressed 
a few words of welcome to Mr. Davis, but the 
train pulled out before he had time to say more 
than ‘ God bless you all.’ The platform by this 
time was banked up with flowers. Muss Davis 
also appeared at the station, and was greeted 
with cheers, Not less than 10,000 people turned 
out between Atianta and Macon. A short halt 
was made at Forsyth, where oceans of flowers 
were thrown at the car. 
THE PARTY IN MACON, 

Farly this evening the news became gener- 
ally circulated that ex-president Davis would 
st®@p for a short while in passing through 
Macon. 

Ati:Cip.m. the multitude must have been 
5,000. The iron gates of the depot were 
closed, and only the commiitee anda few 
others weie allowed inside §A committee con- 
sisting of Mayor 8. C. Price, W. R. Rogers, 
Judge C. J. Harris, Ben B. Smith and others, 
went to the train, and Mayor I’rice, in behalf 
of the city, advancing, said: 

“Mr. Davis, in bebalf of the city of Macon, 
allow me to express our regrets that you 
cupnot remain lounger, and I hereby tender 
you the bhospitaiity of Macon and its people.” 

Mr. Davis grceted bia cordially, aud bogan 
a reminiscent cuuversation, which co wrought 
upon the heart of the patriotic mayors and 
all present, thatthe tears leaped unbidden. 
As the long train,’draped in flags and decked 
with flowers, backed into the depot, a great 
cheer went up, which was taken up by those 
in the street, and repeated again and again. 

The committee formed by twos and faced 
about, and bowed their heads as the white- 
haired hero descended the steps, supported by 
Governcr McDaniel and Judge J. C. Harris, of 
Macon. Walking briskly over a thway 
strewn with flowers, Mr. Davis, with Miss 
Winnie Davis and Mr. Howell Cobb, walked 
through the inner gates and ascended the 
grand stairway. 

AN AFFECTING INCIDENT. 

Into the handsome office of the Centrail rail- 
road company they were ushered by Master of 
Trains Hogue, and then out on to the balcony 


fronting Fouith street. Cheers and 
huzzas greeted Mr. Davis's appearance, 
and when he waiked forward and 


embraced the widow of that dead statesman, 
Howell Cobb, the enthusiasm went wild. In 
an appropriate address, Judge C, J, Harrt: in- 
troduced Mr, Davis,and cheers again interriapt- 
ed the speaking. Bowing his silvery head, Mr. 
Davis begun the delivery of his address. He 
soic:

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ROW IN A CHURCH. 


COLUMBIA NEGROES IN AN EX- 
. CITED STATE. 


The Bethel Church Trouble Grows Worse—One Fac- | 


tion, While, Attempting to Gain Admission, 
Fired Upon by Those Inside, and Sev- 
eral Wounded—An Uproar, Etc. 


> 

CoruMBIA, 8. C., May 2.—[Special.]—The 
feud which forfmearly a year has existed in 
the Bethel African Methodist Episcopal 
church, between the Waters and the Wall fac- 
tions, culminated at a late hour last night in 
a bloody affray which may result fatally to at 
least one of the followers of Paster Wall and 
the painful wounding of another. 

At about 10 o’clock, .after all the copies of 

¢g Fraser’s order had been placed in the 
bands of the sheriff for service on the defend- 
ants, Wallace and others, the attorneys for 
Pastor Wal!, upon consultation, determined 
that the next step in the assertion of their 
right would be to take possession of the 
church as authorized by the order of the 
court. Having previously sent to Wallace, 
who claimed to be the chairman of the de- 
fendant trustees holding the church, for the | 
keys, and being refused, Colonel F. W. Mc- 
Master, Mr. John McMaster, Mr. W. S. Mon- 


teith, accompanied by Pastor Wall 
and a mumber. of his adherents 
preceeded to the church. When 


_ they reached the church a crowd of some fifty 
or mere colored men aud women were found 
stancing In groups about the corner of Sumter 
and Taylor:treets. Captain Fickling, chief of 

police, having been notified had reached the 
place also, the attorneys with Pastor Wall, 
and those whoaccowpavied them, approached 
the doors of the church which opens on Wall 
street and knocked for admittance. The par- 

_ty from the inside asked who they were, and 
were informed by Colonei McMaster and Wall 
that they wished to come in, that they had the 
order of Judge Frazer authorizing them to a9 
so, They were told by some one on the inside 
that if they attempted to force tue door they 
wou!d be shot. 

RECEIVED WITH A VOLLEY. 

One of Wall's followers then tried to force 
the door open with an iron bar, but failing in 
this, Colonel McMaster directed some one to 
procure au ax, which wassoon brought, and 
the lower panel of the door was knocked in, 
making a large hole through which a man 
eouldcasily pass. Immediately a volley of 
about a dozen shots was fired from: the inside 
through the opening, and in a few seconds af- 
ter another volley of several shots. At the 
first fire a young negro named John Glisson, 
who is Wall's ostler, who was standing on the 


outer edge of the sidewalk, ran off, 
making 2a great outcry, and - it 
was arceit ined that he had _ been 


stiuck by a number of buck and smaller shot 
about the knee, which were afterward taken 
out by Dr. Butler. Atthe second fire a man 
nemed Chris, Lee, a hackman, received a 
pisto) ballin the abdomen and was carried to 
Dr. Kendall’s, who failed to find the ball, and 
the man was sent home. The wound may 
terminate fatally. 

As soon as the firing had taken place, Sheriff 
Rowan and Deputy Jobn Maguire, who were 
on the opposite side of the street, ran across, 
and, with Captain Fickling, entered the 
chureh, which was in darkness, and captured 
and brought out four men, 
taking from them three pistols 
ard an army musket, which hal been 
| sed for firing on the party ontside. The cap- 
tives proved to be Reuben Bright, a well 
known huckster, Ben Partridge, a mulatto 
butcher, Abram Moore, and James ltobingon, 
asboemaker. Two others, Crenshaw, a mu- 
latto, and J. S. Stephens were captured as 
they were getiing away fromthe church. It 
is theught that there were still others ia the 
cburch atthe time of the firing whomade 
their escape through a window which was 
found open in the back of the church.

Thousands of 
people have visited the church today to see the 
breech in the coor and the ballet 
maiks. on the walls, trees aud _ posts. 
It is believed that severai of the participants 
in the affair eluded the olficers last night 
aud bave escaped. Ali the parties arrested 
last night have been confined in jail. To- 
morrow an effort will be made to get them out 
on bail, but this will hardiy succeed, for one 
of the wounded men will probably die before 
morning. The excitement over the affair 
seems to have pretty will died ont. and w- 
night cverything ig quiet. The policemen 
are still stationed near the church to guard 
igainst apy possible renewal of the troubic.

THE BOYCOTT MUST GO. 


Public Officials Arraying Themselves 
Against the imported Vice. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—[Special.]—Pablic offi- 
cialis connected in this city with the arrest and 
prosecution of law breakers are fairly tumb- 
ling over one another in their eager haste te 
get ahead in exterminating the boycott. A 
year ago they would have shivered in affright 
at the suggestion of an onslaught of the kind, 
but they now believe that the prenonderance 
of voters’ sentiment is against boycotting, and 
they mean to gowith the side of numbers. 
New York is rather a mercantile than a man- 
ufacturing city, and an expert politician 
figures it out that twenty voters are engaged 
in the selling of wares where one is employed 
in producing them. The leaders of the politi- 
cal organizations have definitely decided 
that the boycott must go. The republicans and 
the two branches of the democrats are repre- 
sented in the police board, which has entered 
upon a thorough extermination of boycotters 
so far as street demonstrations are concerned. 
Policemen are ordered to arrest al! carriers of 
boycoit placards and distributors of hand bills. 
There are twelve justices, from all the parties, 
and they fine promptly and invariably all 
boycott prisoners. The district attorney is a 
democrat, and his zealin indicting nearly @ 
hundred boycotters is only eqaalled by the 
severity of Judge Smyth, a republican, who 
put them under bonds for trial. No daily 
newspaper sustains the boycott, not even the 
News, which has a circulation of over a hun- 
dred thousand among the industrial classes. 


} So sweeping is public opinion on the subject 


that a uumber of men who consent- 
ed to pay the expenses of being 
beycotted— notably the Thalia theatre and 
Thisecsas Garden, each assessed abont a thous- 
and dellars for the costs of the boycotts by 
their musicians—are instituting lawsaits to 
recover the money. The Knights of Labor 
have resolved, in general committee, to coun~ 
nance no boycotts not formally instituted by 
them, and the understanding is that none at 
all will be ordered forthe present. Bat the 
Cextral Labor Union, a much more radical or- 
ganization, is bet inclined to relax, thoagha 
resolution will be cffered at to-morrow’s regu-

A Card from the Father of the Unfortunate 
Young Man. 


HAMPTON, Ga., May 2.—To the Pablic and 
to my Friends: Having heard of certain erroneous 
rumors that have got abrvuad by some malicivus 
persons in regard to the action of my son Frank, I 
take this opportunity to state the real facts of the 
care.

Captain - Storey 
had not looked upon it for nore 
than twenty years, until the other day, when 
he was preparing to Jeave for Atlanta, his wife 
brought it to him and pinued it upon the lapel 
of his coat, just over the red badge whica bore 
the words “confederaie veteran.” Iu the 
ranks of the veterans, Captain Storey marched 
the prouder forthe tiny silk rosette which 
linked him to the long ago. 

The past week has becn something of a busy 
one in the court circles. Three prisoners have 
been sent lothe county chaingang, two for 
theft, one for carrying concealed weapons. 

The rumor was afloat this morniag that ex-

TENNESSEE'S BLIND PRODIGY.

A Veritable Musical Marvel of the Moun- 
tains—Little Maud Cook. 
MANCHESTER, Tenn., May 2.—[Special.]— 
In the heart of the mountains of this region, 


so fertile in the strange fancies of nature for | 


the unique, as witness her lofty cliffs and 
craggy mountain sides-—-her more than beauti- 
ful valleys, her crystal springs, her glassy 
streams and her contraband “mountain dew,” 
there lives perhaps one of the greatest won- 
ders of the nineteenth century, in little 
Maud Cook, aged nine years. Delicate of phy- 
sique, frail of constitution, and deprived of 
sight, she presents at once an object of com- 
passionate sympathy. But her cheerful dis- 
positicn, allied to most wonderful talents, 
would seem to compensate her for the loss of 
her organs cf sight; and in that mental opera 
of which her mind is composedgshe scexs to 
dream of nothing but music; and so her days 
are passed in the companionship of an orches- 
tral choir, made up of angels, whose harmo- 
nious notes she but echoes in the fruit of her 
genius as a composer, for she is a composer a3 
well as musician, and the youngest living. 
She is of a family of seven children, three of 
whom, including herself, were born blind. 
She began tosing at the early age of sixteen 
montbs, when the notes of the average infant 
are geneially of the most discordant 
sort; and at four years oi age was a composer. 
Her published pieces are five in number, 
pamely, “Cleveland’s March,” ‘‘Hendrick’s 
Funeral March,” ‘Texas Gallop’ anda song, 
“Let The Angels In.” whieh as sung by her 
would bring tears to the eyes of almostanyone 
who heard her.. Your correspondent has the 
pleasnre last night, when she played over all 
of her compositions, besides many others most 
difficult of execution—except to her. Music 
seems actually to run off her finger ends 
which can almost be seen to give expression 
and emphasis tothe notes as the keys are 
touched. But with it ail she is not a bit proud, 
this characteristic being absorbed by the town 


which has the honor of claiming her. It 
matters not if the village has no 
elaborate system of waterworks, nor 


a projected line of road to tide water, nor any- 
thing of that kind. Suffice it that when any 
of these things are mentioned the Manchester 
citizen will proudly wave them all aside, and 
ask the country at large to produce anything 
to equal or compare with “Little Maud Cook.” 
She is the pride of the village and no enco- 
mium is too exalted to bestow upon her. 

The writer is not a musical critic, perhaps— 
that is, not a classical musical critic—bdut 
when it comes down to Simon pure melody, 
soul-inspiring and heart-melting music, he is 
there: and when the little blind child took her 


seat at the organ—one made especially 
for her—and ran her fingers 
over the keys, it needed no 


refirement of education to tell that the soul 
of melody was in her. And to see her absorp- 
tion in What she was doing—her complete ab- 
straction—an unconsciousness of everything 
else around her save the instrument and the 
sound it gave, it was not difficult to imagine 
that she must be in mental correspondnce with 
the very Author of harmony and receive her 
instructions from Him, Itis useless to at- 
tempt to describe her performance, nothing 
hut an audience with her can convey an idea 


of what she can do. It is said of 
her that in many respects she 
surpasses Blind Tom. Certainly she 


bas the advantage of intelligence over him, 
and the talent of composition and authorship, 
woich is not limited—as is the case with Tom. 
At any rate, she bids fair to astonish the mus.- 
ical world, and the wonder is that she has not 
long since been before the public. This is ex 

plained, however, in the secluded section of 
country in which she was born, though her 
father, Mr. S. L. Cook, a very intelligent gen- 
tleman, says that two years ago he had an offer 
of $15,600 for her, the party wanting him to 
surrender allcontrol, which amounted to asale 
virtually, ‘‘and,” said Mr. Cook, “you know [ 
could not do that; Icould not give up my 
child.” 

“Here is a letter,” he continued, after Mand 
had concluded her performance of Hendricks’s 
fnneral march, “thatshe received from Mrs.

MILWAUKEE, May 2.—The brewing com- 
panies of this city held a conference to-day, 
and resolyed to make a united stand against 
the two thousand striking brewers.

PITTSBURG, May 2.—At a meeting of the 
stone masons of Pittsburg and Allegheney to- 
night, it was decided to strike tomorrow for 
$3.25 -per fday and nine hours work. They 
have been receiving $3.30 per day of ten hours, 
and the employers are williing to concede 
them the decrease in hours, but say they can- 
not afford to pay more than thirty-five cents 
an hour. About one thousand men will be 
thrown out of employment by the strike. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 2.—The journeymen 
bakers have arbitrated their grievances with 
their employes. Heretofore they have worked 
14 to 15 hours per day and seven days per 
week. Now they are to work 12 hours per 
day and six days per week.

THE STORY OF A MIRROR 


Which Reveals a Characteristic of Jefferson 
avis. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 2—[Special.]—-In 
the private oflicee of Dr. H. M. Caidwell, 
president of the Elyton Land company, is a 
large mirror which leans against the wall, a 
gilded glistening relic of the days whén 
southern hearts bounded with enthusiasm and 
throbbed with strong emotion at the sight of 


the face which was so often reflected from its . 


polished surface. A relic of the memorable 
day which fired southern chivalry to do 
deeds of valor and to swear. by 
the will of the one man _ whose 
future was toseal its destiny. A relic of stir- 
ring moments when old Montgomery was lift- 
ed from its foundation to do honor to a chief- 
tain whom it has worshipped ever since, and 
whose name will be ever cherished, until eter- 
nity shall blot out. the nameof Jefferson 
Davis. 
THE HISTORICAL PICTURE PRESENTED. 

The mirror isa handsomely carved one, of 
plain glass and tasteful ornamentations. It 
was the property of Japtain 
James R. Powell, who owned the elegant home 
a short distance from court syuarein the city 
of Montgomery, which was leased to the 
southern confederacy for the executive man- 
sion. When the residence was leased the fur- 
niture was included and was used by the Da- 
vis family. The mirror wasin the hall near 
the frontdoor. On the day-of the inaugu- 
ration Mr. Davis had arranged his toilet 
and started for the front door. Ha was 
accompanied by his wife, and while standing 
on the threshold his little daughter came tod- 
dling through the hall and called him. She 
said; “Papa tant oo tis mefooo do?’ The 
chieftain who was on his way to receive the 
highest gift from his people, with all tender- 
ness turned and canght the little child in his 
arms and kissed her over and over. Mrs. 
Davis stepped near the mirror and the family 
group was reflected. Then came the inaugur- 
ation in all its splendor. Time elapsed. The 
mirror was packed away and was lost from 
sight until after the war, when it was brought 
to Birmingham and placed in the old Relay 
house, where it occupied a position in the par- 
lor until the building was torn down. The 
mirror was presented to Dr. Caldwell by Cap- 
tain Powell, and will be placed in a conspic- 
ious spot in the parlor of the new Caldwell 
hotel now being erected.

But the saloon is not languishing by any 
means. Beyond all question it does more busi- 
ness than any other rum shop on the Hudson 
above New York, and is more prosperous than 
any other drinking place in Albany or else- 
where along the Central road, excepting a 
place in Troy, one in Utica, twoin Syracuse, 
two or three in Rochester and eight or ten in 
Buffalo. The license tacked up bebind the 
door are made out in the names of “Reagen 
and Buckley” and these men, whoever they 
are, have got a very soft thing, so far as money 
making is concerned. Their pretence is to 
run a restaurant. Some tables and chairs are 
placed on oneside of the main passage way 
between the two chambers, and a lanch 
counter is parallel to the wall on 
the other side. This in itself is an outrage—a 
shock to all whe enter the capitol, and a blot 
upona building otherwise dignified, graud 
and admirable. You cannot escape the res- 
taurant any more than youcan miss Uaion 
Square if you walked down Broadway. It is 
exactly as public as if it were a main street 
frequented by 250,000 persons, for that is the 
number that visits the capitol each year. 
Moreover, the restaurant is practically only a 
pretense. A very limited Hst of viands is 
served, though it proves an accommodation 
of course, in a building so much frequented, 
— real business aud profit lie in the gin 
mi}. 

This New York State liquor store is reached 
by passing benind the iunch counter, and 
through a door that you would naturally sup- 
pose led to the kitchen. This door opens into 
a smal], untidy, bare andj barnlike apartment, 
without floor covering or anything upon the 
walls except the official licences and the coats 
and hats of the employes. In other respects 
there is no secrecy about it, Any one may go 
in and buyadrink No one guardsthe door 
or asks any questions. “The more the mer- 
rier’ is the motto asin any other bar room. 
Boxes of bottled lager beer'and ale are pi ed 
upon the floor, and at one end of the roomisa 
ha dwood sideboard stocked with glasse3, a 
pitcher, cigar boxes and things efthat ilk. The 
room isalways crowded with assemblymen, 
senators, clerks from the state departments, 
lol byiste, visitors and the friends of persons of 
a'lthese sorts. You seldom see more than 
three or four persous patronizing the so-called 
restaurant, and more often the chairs around 
the ding tables are all unoccup‘ed, but that 
oficial bar room is almost always 
(during the sessons o! the legislature espe- 
cially), humming like a beehive. There is a 
hotel and restaurant down a side street, 
twenty yards to the north of the capitol, and 
the proprietor used to make money hand over 
fist, but the opening of the capitol barroom by 
the state of New York this winter has 
thinned out his customers so that the place 
secms wholly deserted. Other barrooms make 
costly displays of furniture, cut-glass mirrors, 
wall decorations and a thousand and one com- 
forts, and converiences, but the state of New 
York offers none of these. It sells gin, rum, 
whisky, brandy, champagne and all the rest, 
in the barest kind of a room, and makes just 
so much more profit than if it went into the 
business according to its means.

A Swiss Guide’s Description of the Excite- 
ment and the Suicides Among Gamblers. 
From the New York Star. 

“My impressions of Monte Carlo,” said Prof. 
Joseph Bauer yesterday. “I have but one—it 
is a dream. On entering, one is delighted, sur- 
prised, amazed, astounded, and stunned, seri- 
atim. Flowersand music, coin and notes, de- 
spair and success, beauty, fashion, wealth—all 
combine to impress the beholder, and it is 
sometime before he can begin to study sys- 
tematically his surroundings. Itis only when 
he emerges into the cool air that one can ap- 
preciate his own identity. 

“Do not credit the recent denial of suicides 
at Mente Carlo,” continued the professor. 
“They are inspired. I have visited the gam- 
bling ball fifteen times professionally, in ad- 
dition to a number of trips made for my own 
pleasure. I was born in Switzerland, two hun- 
dred miles from Monte Carlo; and familiar 
with its ghastly history during the past twelve 
years. You may take my word for it that the 
number of suicides caused directly by the 
Monte Carolo gambling tables averages at least 
The real total 
probably exceeds this estimate.” 

“TF ean close my eyes and mentally see every- 
thing in and about Monte Carlo,” he continued, 
‘but it is not so easy to reproduce such a pic- 
ture in words at short notice.” 

Professor Bauer talked interestingly of what 
he had seen of the tragedies at the gaming ta- 
bles. Hesaid: “I have spent many months 
there altogether, and it was a rare day wheu no 
ruined and despaising man killed himself, On 
some days we had as high as three or foursuco 
casualties. If a stiaiger kills himself, the 
body 1s dragged away, the blood cleansed from 
the floor, and the game goes on. I have heard 
players mutter curses at corse forhaving inter- 
rupted their ‘series,’ or confused their ‘system 
if the victim be astranger, nobody knows what 
becomes of the body except some of the special! 
police, whose duty it1s toconduct such funerals 
in their own mysterious way. If the ruined 

layer goes out into the grounds before shoot- 
ing or stabbing himself, or drowns himse!f iv 
one of the beautiful fountains,even the play- 
ers who sat beside him a moment before never 
learn of hisdgath. These things are known 
to the habitues of the tables, but they never 
speek of them outside. The newspapers of 
Monaco are heavily subsidized, and those of 
Paris, Lyons and Marseilles, pay no attention 
to such trifles. Letters to the editors on this 
forbidden subject are quickly thrown into the 
great international waste-basket. With a large 
and weli-trained police force constantly at 
hand, with an indifferent set of patrons, aud a 
willfully blind press, these little episodes are 
much more easily screened than you would im- 
agine. If the suicide bea powerful noble, ora 
eclebrity in any way. the affair is mentioned 
briefly in the French and English newspapers, 
and the announcement cabled to this country, 
Evcrybody knows why the man made away 
with bimeself, aud the only question is: ‘Who 
wil be next?” 

“It is almost impossible to prevent these sal f- 
murders, asthe act is usually committed under 
sucden powerful impulse. Everybody’s mind 
and eyes are, of course, intent on the game, 
and so many haggard men get up from the ta- 
bles that the sight is too common to engage the 
attention of the ever present detectives. Itis 
but just, however, to say that the managers do 
everything in their power to prevent suicides, 
except closing their doors. Mechanics and ar- 
tisans are not permitted tu live either in Monaco 
or Monte Carlo. 

“if an unfortunate player gets up from a ta- 
ble and acts wildly, —‘crazy,’ they call it. forall 
suicides are by courtesy esteemed crazy at 
Monte Carlo—he is hustled through by a couple 
of stalwart policemen and put on a train for 
Nice. A guard is coustantly with him, his 
board bill at Nice is paid by the company, and, 
if he finally talks reasonabiy, he is given 
enough money to take him home in first class 
style. The management also endeavors t» dis- 
courage dying on the premises by aiding des- 
titute gamblers. If one has lost heavily and 
frankly states his condition of temporary pov- 
erty, his case will be promptly investigated. 
Should it be found as narrated, he wiil be viven 
£200 or $300 to tuke bim home, or an order for 
‘two weeks board, at one of the company’s first- 


» class hotels.”’

BROTHER-IN-LAW, BUD NASH, 


Whisky in a Drunken Brawl—vartieulars of 
the Terrible Tragedy—Weeks Arrested 
and Confined in Jail at Decatur. 


Bod Nash was strock over the head with a 
bottle of whisky by James Weeks Saturday 
night, receiving injuries from which he died 
yesterday morning at eleven o'clock. 

Nash and Weeks were brothers-in-law, 
Weeks having married Nash’s sister about four 
months ago. 

The dead man is dressed ready for the grave 
while the man who killed him is behind the 
bars of DeKalb county jail. 

Saturday morning, Nash, Weeks, Ike Moore 
and Henry Masters came into the city to wit- 
ness the ceremonies. The four men lived near 
Anvil Block, fourteen miles from Atlanta on 
the Stone Mountain road. Nash, Weeks and 
Moore were brother-in-laws. They came in in 
a two horse wagon, and during the day were 
together nearly all the time. 

WHEN ONE DRANK ALL DRANK, 
and late in the evening when they were ready 
to start home, it was hard to tell which one 
was the drunkest, Masters Nash or Moore. 
Weeks was a little shaky, but managed to keep 
bis balance and engineer the party safely oat 
of the city. Nash seemed disposed to want to 
fight, and got out of the wagon several times 
for the purpose of cleaning up the crowd. 
When the crowd reached John Smith’s resi- 
dence, two miles from the city, a general row 
teok place, and several licks passed between 
the men. It was a regalar drunken brawl. 
Weeks tried every way possible to get the men 
in the wagon, but without success. The more 
he talked, the more the men became enraged, 
and finaily Nash madea break at Weeks, when 
he drew a 
A QUART BOTTLE OF WHISKY 

from his pocket and struck Nash over the 
head, shattering the bottle and breaking the 
ekull. Nash dropped to the ground and said, 
“lam killed.” This bad the effect of quiet- 
ing things, and in a moment Weeks was bend- 
ing over Nash examining the wound. It was 
a bad one, and the ground was soon covered 
with pools of blood. 

The wounded wan was placed in the wagon 
aud the journey was resumed. Weeks ap- 
peared much worried and looked at the woaud 
frequently. Nash could not talk, but groaned 
piteously as the wagon rumbled along over the 
road. When the wagon reached the creek at 
Widow White’s, the mules stalled and econld 
not pull the wagon ont. After a half hour’s 
bard work to pull out of the creek, Moore said 
that he didn’t propose to 

STAY THERE ALL NIGHT, 
but wonld unhiteh one of the males and go 
abead and tell Nash’s wife what had hap- 
pened. ‘‘Then,” said Weeks, “I will take the 
other mule and go after Dr. Brantley.” 

The two men got out inthe water, and, 
taking the mules from the wagon, rodo rap- 
idjy away. Weeks, upon arriving at Dr. 
Rrantley’s, found that be was notat hone. 
He then weut to Decatur and secured the 
services of Dr. Mason, who returned with him 
to the creek, Weeks rode up by the side of 
the wagon, and, tyeing the mule to one of the 
wheels, dismounted and crawled into the 
wagon bed. He was surprised to find 
that Nash was not there, but about tiis 
time. be heard some one kicking arouni 
in the water and getting down out of the 
wagon found that it was Nash, who had crawi- 
eiout. As quickly as possible the wounded 
nen was carried out of the water and to thea 
hone of Mrs. White, where he was placed on 
a bed and his wounds dressed, Dr. Mason 
examined the wounds earefully and said that

Weeks made no effort toescape, but remained 
at Mrs. White’s until Coroner Veal he!d au 
inquest over the body of the dead man. Tho 
evide nee was conclusive that Weeks had 
struck the blow which caused the death of 
ogg Weeks admitred everything. but said 
he did not intend to kill the man, but simply 
tostun him so that he could be kept quiet un- 
til they reached home.

“JN THE CHURCHES. 


SERMONS DELIVERED IN ATLANTA 
YESTERDAY. 


iwo Brilliant end Timely Discourses—Rev. J. Ww. 
Lee, at Trinity,on “The Liberty That Comes 
From Knowing the Truth”’—Dr. Haw- 
thorne at the First Baptist Caurch. 


Rev. J. W. Lee preached yesterday morning at 
Trinity church on “The Liberty that Comes from 
Knowing the Truth,” from the text, “Ye shali 
know the truth aud the truth shall make you 
fiee.”—Jobn 8, 52. The truth that ‘makes us free 
is the word of God. God’s word is threefold. He 
has expressed Himself in the natural world, in 
the scriptures andin His Son. It is knowledge of 
God’s word in this threefold sense, and obedience 
to the same, that gives freedom. A knowledge of 
the word expressed in nature, and obedience to it, 
gives intellectual freedom. A knowledge of the 
word embodied in seripture gives freedom of 
action. A knowledge of the word incarnated ia 
Christ gives freedom of spirit. 

1. A knowledge of God's word made known in 
the patural world is absolutely essential to intel- 
lectual freedom. It has been poptlarin certain 
quarters to discount this kind of knowleoge. 
Many writers and speakers ostentatiously,in the 
interests of piety, have felt themselves specially 
called to warn tne pulpit against preaching 
what they denominate science. If such speakers 
and writers, themselves, knewany thing about 
science, such warning. would come with some 
grace. But these champions of ignorance and 
chaos, are of course totally oblivious of the pro- 
cesses, or the achievements of science. They mis 
take the few elements which make up th¢ir moen- 
tal furniture, for alithe facts, and theretrom de- 
duce couclusions which sustain their own vanity 
and prop theirown conceit. Anything that God 
has mee is not uncommon, or ignoble, and this 
material world on which wespend our earthly 
life, is the expression of His thought. . The natu- 
ral world is somuch abstract truth, realized and 
classified through the power of the divine will, 
workipg in accordance with divine wisdom. 
Science, as we Call it, is but classified knowledge. 
It consists, in having the world reproduced and 
urranged in our mindsas it is in the mind of 
God, By thus coming to know 
it. toclassify it, to label it, we are enabled to apply 
it to onr uses, and to utilize it tor our upbuilding. 
Science has given us the cars we ride in, the tele- 
phone we speak through, the telegraph that abol- 
ishes time, and the steam that unites the world in 
one great neighborhood. It has given usa knowl- 
edge of the human frame, and such methods of 
medical treatment as make it possible to lengthen 
out human life, and vastly diminish pain and dis- 
ease during human life. It has given ussuch 
knowicdge of the laws of health as enables us, 
with proper respect to these laws, to liveout our 
time. It has defined the world, its laws, 
ferces and phenomena forus. Thus relieving the 
human mind from slavish fear, unc permitting 
man, God’s chiid, to stand crect and f.... less in the 
home }nilt for him by his Father. I was brought 
upin the country, and learned from the negroes, 
on the plantaiion, @ great Many things about signs. 
If on the way to school, a rabbit should happen to 
crors the road, i was afraid all day that something 
awful was going to take place. The mournful whim- 
merof ascrecch-owlin the swamp at the close of 
Gay filled my childish mind with awful fore- 
bedipgs. If a whipporwill should hay- 
perched himselfon the ehimuney corner and ex- 
pressed himself in one of his peculiar forms of 
music, I should have felt certajn that some one of 
the family was goingtp die soon. I remember, 
with pain, howmuch I have suffered thus from 
superstitious fears. From this wecan form some 
idea of what men and women suffer who are so 
ignorant of nature as to hecome victims of all the 
fears and forebodings arising from signs put into 
circujation by disordered imaginations. ‘This ig- 
norance of nature is in the way of China’s progress 
and Civilization today. Ifthey understood chem- 
istry, they would know ittobe perfectly foolish to 
burn moneyto feed their dead ancestors. Taey 
would know, too, that railroads laid through theic 
burying grounds would not trouble’ the spirits 
of their sleeping dead. A few vears ago fifteen 
millions oi the Chinese died in the interior from 
starvation. ‘ihe meagre methods of transporta- 
tion among them made it impossible to reach 
them from the coast with the provisions a civilized 
worid would have sent them. A knowledge of 
the material world would pot save a man’s soul, 
but it makes possible a civilization and a social, 
political and sanitary conditiou that tends greatly 
to qtueken and elevate his son. 

A knowledge of scripture, God’ swritten word, is 
necessary to freedom of aciton. In‘’a world of 


each conditional upon action, it becomes a ques- 
tion of prime importanee to discovera law large 
enough to permit each man to act freely, and yet 
SO as not to interfere with the free action of every 
otherman. This law is furnished us in scripture 
All scripture is taken up with discussing and illus- 
trating phases and sides of it, and in a few places 
it is all thrown into one sentence. 

A knowledge of the word incarnated in Jesus 
Chiist is necessary to freedom of spirit. Christ's 
life is the highest form of God's word. Nature is 
merely an intellectual form of the divine word. 
Scripture, anethical form of it, but in Christ the 
intelectual, the ethical and the spiritual all 
unite. in Christ God put His 
heart. All the thought and meaniog and 
love of the divine nature are in Christ.: When we 
know the meaning of Christ, the divine word. we 
know the meaniug of God. Initiated into the 
secret Of Jesus, we are into the counsels of the Al- 
inighty, and the meaning of the great white throne 
with the ineffable bhght which surrounds it. Look- 
ing upon Christ asa word, what would be a proper 
cciiniion of Him. Christ means self-sacrifice, or 
he that will save his life shall lose it, he that will 
lose his life shall save it. 

Men must grow along the line of self-sacrifice; 
another line leads to war, to disorder, and to hell, 
which isthe union of warand disorder. To see 
what af unconscious hold this priuciple has upon 
the human mind, we have only to remember 
what glad and willing tribute is paid the smallest 
exbibitions of it, as seen in our fellows. Yester- 
day thousands of people were in Atlanta to wit- 
ness the unveiling of the monument erected to 
the memory of Senator Hill. Howall the thousands 
rose =U to honer Jefferson Davis, the 
ex-president of the  confederaje _ states! 
What did such a hearty and nranimous 
tribute rest on? Whatwas back ofit? What called 
it forth? Mr. Davis, it will be remembered, twen- 
ty-four years ago, gave himself, his time, his 
thought, his all, toa pew and untried movement, 
dearto the hearts ofthe southern. people. The 
form which the movement assumed perished. Mr. 
Dayis for twenty years has kept himselt true to his 
people. His lite, it may be said, has been sacri- 
fieed tothe southern confederacy. The result is, 
that while he has lost individual wealth and per- 
sonal pleasure, and the ease that comes from a 
merely selfish life, he has won the life of all the 
southern states.
